The yearbook class at Griffith High School in Griffith, Indiana, produced Reflector, Volume 53 
during the 1994-95 school year. Herff Jones in Shawnee Mission,Kansas, printed the books, and the 
account was serviced by Herff Jones representative Susan Taylor and customer service adviser Julie 
Bogart. 

Editors Mandy Legler, Shauna Poirier, and Katie Reinschreiber developed the theme miraculously 
without many arguements during the summer. The cover incorporated a 4-color design in teal, fuscia, 
purple and silver. The endsheets were printed on white stock. And, the book's 192 pages were printed 
on Bordeaux Paper Stock. 

The 1995 volume includes 8 full-color pages. All body copy was set in Palatino 12 point, and 
captions were set in Palatino 8 point. Headlines included a variety of designs, differing with each 
yearbook section. 

The staff submitted all pages to the publisher on disk, using PageMaster 900 on Macintosh Ilci, 
Macintosh LCII and Macintosh Classic computers with LaserWriter IIG and LaserWriter NT printers. 

Yearbook photographers shot more than 2,000 frames of color and 15,000 frames of black and white 
film, using several different cameras. All film processing and printing were completed by the staff. 
However, Larry Titek Photography of Schererville provided the senior portraits. Interstate Studio 
provided the underclassman photos and The APA Company provided the sports team photos. 

The 1994-95 annual sold-out with 525 copies purchased at prices ranging from $30-$45, depending 
on the purchase date.
